At the time the suggestion was made to
the council by Inspector Cook the matter
war. passed, but since It has been discovered
that, the severs need attention the com-

munication will most likely be taken up
and acted upon as soon as the funds are
nnllahlr.

With warm weather coming on
the open sewer from Nineteenth street east
will become a nuisance and complaints will
commence to come In.
